Visiting in Georgia, South 
Carolina and North Carolina 
for 2 1/2 days last week was 
a great experience! I visited 
nine county Extension offices 
and a number of volunteer 4-H

A lot of folks know that lam 
intensely interested in the full 
development of our young peo- 
ple.

Folks in the Carolina’s 
‘went to community clubs ra- 
ther than school clubs about 10 
years ago.

However, 
they are continuing their pro- 
gram with Extension agents 
and leaders working incomm- 
unity clubs. 

Of course, in Alabama and 
in the Wiregrass, our 4-H 
clubs are all in the schools 
with teacher leaders helping 
fxtension workers.

CLEANING SHAG RUGS 

Shag rugs, while they are 
attractive, c4n become im- 
bedded with dirt deep in the 
pile, and the length ofthe shag 
fibers calls for a thorough 
cleaning periodically. 

The best solution to the 
problem is to pick up sur- 
face dirt as crumbs, leaves, 
grass and threads immed- 
iately. Clean upgreasy or wet 
spills promptly using a cloth 
soaked in a solution of soap 
or detergent and warm water. 
Separate each soiled fiber 
from the surrounding ones, 
washing and rinsing each until 
the spot is removed 

A vacuum cleaner with sp- 
ecial adjustments for shag 
carpets should be used twice 
a week--more often if the 
shag carpet is in a busy part 
of the home. A special rake 
for shag carpets can be used 
to gently fluff up and separte 
the shag fibers. But, a rake 


is no substitute for a vacuum 
cleaner.

CHOOSE CHRISTMAS 


TOYS CAREFULLY 


**Most adults have so much 
fun shopping for toys that they 
forget the importance of wise 
toy selection,’’ says Dr. Bar- 
bara Fite, Extension human 
development specialist. ‘‘Pa- 
rents should remember that 
children learn from all toys, 
whether the toy is labeled ed- 
ucational or not.”’ 

Dr. Fite says children get 
more benefit from one good 
durable toy than from sever- 
al poorly constructed ones, 
because a strong toy can be 
used in more ways foi’ along- 
er time. Toys that fall apart 
easily are not only frustrat- 
ing to play with, but they also 
make it difficult to teach the 
child to take care ofhis things. 

Toys that can be used in 
a variety of ways are good 
investments. And Dr. Fite 
notes that playthings which led 
notes that playthings which 
lead to creative activity, such 
as building, painting, modeling 
and pretending, are favorites 
with children. 

Keep the child’s age in 
mind when selecting a toy, 
advises the specialist. A toy 
that is too complicated for a 
youngster to handle is frus- 
trating. On the other hand, a 
toy that is too simple for the 
older child won’t hold his ima- 
gination and interest. 

Safety is another thing to 
consider. Rattles should be 
non-brittle, large enough to 
keep out of a baby’s mouth, 
firm and have no removable 
parts. Dr. Fite says wooden 
toys should be made of hard- 
wood to avoid splintering and 
be painted with a nontoxic 
finish. Stuffed animals should 
be well sewn and made of 
firm material with eyes, hair, 
tongue or other features sewn 
or snapped in--never wired. 
And materials should be 
color-fast. 

Pull toys should be well 
constructed with no sharp cor- 
hers or parts that unscrew 
easily. And the specialist 


Says metal toys should have all 
edges rolled and should con- 
tain no small parts, fold over 
tabs or small nuts, bolts or 
screws.

Coptic Customs 
Rule in Ethiopia 


Ethiopla-is a land which 
has been Christian for some 
1600 years. The Ethiopian 
Orthodox Coptic Church, 
which has much in common 
with other Eastern Rite 
churches, such as the Greek 
and the Russian, is the es- 
tablished church of the na- 
tion. In its interesting and 
unusual customs, which are 
a blend of Christian, Heb- 
raic, and pagan traditions, 
there are many unusual 
rites and ceremonies, cen- 
tering on the important 
Church festivals of Christ- 
mas and Epiphany. 

Today, in Ethiopia, cus- 
toms of the Western cele- 
bration of Christmas are 
beginning to find popular- 
ity, so that Santa Claus is 
becoming a familiar figure, 
Christmas trees are being 
set up and decorated, and 
gifts are being exchanged. 
All this is done, however, 
according to the dates of 
the old Julian calendar, 
which is the one followed 
in Ethiopia, so that they 
celebrate Christmas on 
January 7th. 

In this connection, it is 
re AY know that the 
year in Ethiopia consists of 
13 months, starting on Sep- 
tember 11, when spring be- 
gins. There are 12 months 
of 30 days each, plus a short 
month of 5 days, known as 
Pagumen, This comes just 
before the New Year. 


However westernized the 
Ethiopian Christmas may 
become, the people are not 
likely to change their ob- 
servance of important reli- 
gious festivals. In the month 
of January, known as Tirr, 
the Coptic Church observes 
4 festivals — the first being 
Christmas, but even more 
important is Epiphany, or 
Timket. This has, as its 
main feature, the blessing of 
water and the sprinkling of 
it on the assembled faith- 
ful — a re-enactment of 
Christ’s baptism by John 
the A ba On the previous 
day, all is made ready. Bells 
ring, trumpets blow, and 
drums roll as the priests 
carry the sacred ‘“Tabot” 
out from the church to a 
specie carpeted tent, where 
it remains overnight until 
time for the priests to bring 
it forth for the ceremony. 


The “Tabot” is the most 


' sacred object in the church. 


It represents the Ark of the 
Covenant, which, according 


to tradition, was brought to 
Ethiopia from Jerusalem by 
Menelik, son of King Solo- 
mon and the Queen of She- 
ba. The Tabot is really a 
portable altar holding the 
sacred vessels for celebrat- 
ing the Eucharist, and is al- 
ways carried concealed un- 
der crimson cloths, on the 
heads of the priests. 


Scots Celebrate 
Hogmanay, Day 


Of First-Footing 


What's Hogmanay? It’s 
the Scottish name for New 
Year’s Eve — and first foot- 
ing is what they call the 
tradition that dictates Scot- 
tis hospitality for the New 
Year celebration, 

The first person to cross 
the threshold of any house 
on that occasion is sup- 
posed to do so bringing gifts 
to his or her host — gifts of 
food or coal, both tokens of 
warmth and friendliness. In 
return, the first-footer re- 
ceives a drink. 

But that’s not all. People 
used to compete vigorously 
for the honor of being a 
first-footer, and ran races 
from door to door. Their 
hosts might or might not be 
happy to welcome the visi- 
tors. If the first-footer were 
a woman, it meai.t bad luck 


for the year. But it was good 
luck if the first person 
across the threshold were a 
man, especially one known 
to have been born feet fore- 
most—still better if he hap- 
pened to be dark rather 
than fair

Dutch Celebrate 
FeastofSinterklaas 


Patron Saint of Amsterdam Was Born in 
Asia Minor; Famed as Child Benefactor 


For centuries, the Feast 
of Sinterklaas has been 
unique as a Dutch and 
Flemish event, honoring St, 
Nicholas’ Calendar Day on 
December 6, but celebrated 
on the eve, December 5, 

Why is St. Nicholas’ in- 
fluence so strong in Hol- 
land? Primarily because he 
was the patron saint of 
merchants and sailors, The 
actual Saint lived from 271 
A.D. to December 6, 342 or 
343, so that his Calendar 
Day honors the date of his 
death, He became famous 
as the Archbishop of Myra, 
in Asia Minor, and per- 
formed many good and 
saintly deeds. Legend tells 
us he performed miracles as 
well, such as calming stormy 


*seas, dropping dowries into 


the shoes of penniless maid- 
ens, and saving children 
from dire harm, He is now 
the patron saint of the city 
of Amsterdam. 

All Dutch children believe 
that Sinterklaas, as the 
saint is now known, lives in 
Spain, where he spends 
most of the year recording 
the behavior of all children 
in a big red book, while his 
servant Piet (Pete) stocks 
up On presents for the next 
December 5, After mid-No- 
vember, Sinterklaas mounts 
his milk-white steed, Piet 
swings the sack full of gifts 
over his shoulders, and they

board a ship to sail for Am- 
sterdam harbor and a for- 
mal welcome by the May- 
or and prominent citizens. 
Then comes a fabulous per- 
ade through town, watched 
live and on TV by people all 
over the country. 

At night Sinterklaas rides 
across Holland’s rooftops 
and Piet distributes gifts 
and candy — in exchange 
for the hay or carrot which 
children leave for the horse 
in each little shoe that’s left 
by the fireplace, 

A Sinterklaas present is 
not a bit like an early 
Christmas present. Dutch 
tradition demands that all 
packages be camouflaged in 
some imaginative way, and 
that each gift be accompa- 
nied by a fitting poem. For 
the essence of Sinterklaas 
is sheer fin — with kidding 
expected between all ages 
and social groups, Presents 
are often hidden all’ over 
the house — and those who 
get them must be willing to 
work hard for their sur- 
prise. The poems that come 
with the gifts are expected 
to play good-natured jokes 
on the giftees and they 
must be read aloud. After- 
ward, each person says a 
loud “Thank you, Sinter- 
klaas!" which is indeed

Although it has been said 
there was no candle to light 
the manger in the stable at 
Bethlehem, still from early 
times people have placed 
tapers in windows to light 
the way for the Christ 
Child and welcome Him. 


In many countries, any- 
one coming to the door at 
Christmastime was invited 
to enter. For some believed 
that Christ Himself would 
appear at a house with a 
candle, concealing his iden- 
tity, to learn the extent of 
their kindness, 


Candles have inspired 
men throughout the ages, 
linking their bright glow 
with the beauty of faith. 
Research by Hallmark can- 
dle expert John Sinjem re- 
veals that candles were 
generally used at Christ- 
mastime as far back as the 
1ith Century, Until the 18th 
tiie they were made 
primarily from tallow or 
beeswax. The latter was 
preferred, as an emblem of 
Mary’s purity, for wax is 
the product of virgin bees. 
Many persons believed that 
bees came from heaven, and 
it was not unusual for reli- 
gious institutions to keep 
swarms of them. According 
to an early writer, the wax 
represented Christ’s body; 
the wick, His soul; and the 
flame His divine nature. 


The religious symbolism 
of the candle grew through 
the centuries after early 
Christians, huddled‘ in the 
damp chill catacombs of 
Rome, used lighted candles 
as a source of comfort. 


New Candle Materials 


In 1750 a substance from 
the head of the sperm whale 
was found to be superior to 
tallow and beeswax. Later, 
in 1850, paraffin wax was 
developed and combined 
with stearic acid to make 
candles of the modern type. 

Bayberry candles with 
their delicate scent are es- 
pecially popular at Christ- 
mas, and they are said to 
bring good luck to the home. 
The bayberry candle is 
uniquely American. Bay- 
berry bushes grew in great 
abundance in the new 
world, and after learning to 
extract the greenish wax 
from the wild bayberries, 
the Pilgrims used it to make 
candles. 


They Still Speak 
Aramaic, The 
Language of Jesus 


_ In the village of Ma’lula 
in Syria, where the houses 
of heavy native stone are 
tinted blue, one would hard- 
ly notice the passage of time 
since the birth of Christ, 
over 2000 years ago, The 
people have changed little, 
in dress and habits, and 
more importantly in their 
speech. For it is here in 
Ma'lula, as well as in two 
other villages in Syria, Jeb- 
adeen and Bakhaa, that 
one can hear the Aramaic 
language Christ used dur- 
ing His life on earth. 
Aramaic was spoken 
throughout ancient Pales- 
tine, and the lands that are 
now Jordan, Lebanon, Syria, 
southern Turkey, and north- 
ern Iraq. But after the Arab 
conquest of these lands in 
the seventh century, Ara- 
maic was gradually replaced 
by Arabic. In Syria, only 
those three villages, all in 
the Qalamon valley not far 
from Damascus, have pre- 
served the ancient language 
of Christ to the present day. 
The population numbers 
only a few thousand, two- 
fifths of them Greek Or- 
thodox, another two-fifths 
Greek, and the rest Moslem. 
Philologists of the Uni- 
versity of Beirut tell us that 
while the Aramaic cialect 
of these three villages has 
been intermixed with Ara- 
bic, the villagers would have 
understood, and been un- 
derstood by, Christ and the 
people of His time. 
Naturally, the people of 
Ma'‘lula are very proud of 
their Aramaic language and 
take pains to Keep it alive 
and flourishing. Many fam- 
ilies speak only Aramaic to 
their children until the 
youngsters are five years 
old and must go to school, 
where they learn Arabic, 
the national language. 
Outside Syria, Aramaic is 
spoken at Urmia, in Turkey 
... by the Chaldean Catho- 
lics of Bartelle in northern 
Iraq ...and by the villagers 
of Malabar in southwestern 
India. And Aramaic is still 
used in the liturgy of cer- 
tain churches which began 
in the Middle East, such as 
the Marionites and Syrian 
Orthodox groups.
